RESULTS OF THE STORM 

Crops Throughout Province 
Generally Benefitted, but 
Cattle Losses Heavy 

One of the results of the late storm 
and blizzard, was the perishing of a 
great many cattle and some few hor¬ 
ses, in localities where no protection 
was afforded them, and they were 
| forced naturally to drift with the 
[storm until caught in a cut-bank oi¬ 
led into a lake where they succombed. 

I Instances ui ibis can be noticed on 
[mostly any of the roads leading out 
[from the village, and particularly to 
; the east of us, where carcases of dead 
] animals cab be s'een along the road¬ 
sides. Exaggerated reports are going 
the round as to the number of animals 
I killed by the storm, and some stories 
of great losses are heard, Lut verii- 
fication of these are not usually sub- 
jstnntiated by facts. One report for in¬ 
stance was that 1(K>0 cattle were lying 
[dead on th^-shores of the Big Lake to 
the noreh bf-^os, but tthis is haidly to 
jbe taken for granted ami is not home 
I out by facts. That there was consid- 
able loss is not questioned and some 
[farmers have suffered in consequence 
[but up to the present writing we have 
. not learned, of anybody being serious¬ 
ly hurt in this regard. The present 
serious thing is w^iat to do with the£e 
-dead carcases whidh are strewn along 
[the highways, and which if allowed tr 
1 remain there for any length of time 
jwill become decomposed and cause an 
unpleasant stench with consequent 
danger to the public health. This 
question will undoubtedly be considei- 
ied and pioperly solved, by the Mur.i- 
icipal District Board, at its regular 
. meeting to be held the coming week. 
'They are cognizant of the conditions, 
|and means will then'be provided for 
[the burning or these carcases and the 
[prevention ol any possible danger to 
[the health of the communiy.

| isfactory about 2,000 inquiries a week 
j being received, which inquiries are 
(distributed to the various real estate 
men, members of the association, for 
their attention and determination in 
the provinces or Alberta, Saskatche¬ 
wan and Manitoba. Mr. Shimp was 
appointed one of th.e executive com¬ 
mittee of 16 as provided for in the 
constitution and the real esate men 
of Vulcan are looking for some good 
results of this general movement in 
this particular district. Conditions are 
now favorable here for coming good 
crops and with agressive actions and 
sticktoitiveness permanent advant¬ 
ages to the district and fine business 
should result.

In thai 
case also there might be fewer appli¬ 
cations for Imperial recognition. 

The Canadian Government cannot 
very well afford to refuse the de¬ 
mands of the Committee of the Hou¬ 
se with regard to hereditaiy- honors, 
If they accomplish nothing more foi 
the present, those who fathered the 
movement will have* achieved an ad¬ 
mirable reform. The continuance ol 
hereditary titles in Canada means 
the growth of a “dollar aristocracy’" 
that we can well do without. The poss 
ession of a hreditary title by an indiv¬ 
idual is, in itself, a temptation to hirr. 
to go to extremes pf unscrupulous¬ 
ness in building up a fortune which 
will enable his descendants to keep 
Up the family title. Moreover the de¬ 
scendants principal cannot be retained 
in this country without in the end in 
trodusing the law of primo¬ 
geniture with all its gross injustices 
to daughters and younger sons. 

The abolition of meaningless baron¬ 
etcies, and the institnticn of life peer 
ages instead of hereditary baronies 
for such Canadians as might be cal¬ 
led to the second of the Imperial Parl¬ 
iament, might be regarded by .the 
small group which hold such honors 
as bad faith. One or two might argue 
that having paid more than the mar¬ 
ket price for ordinary commercial tit¬ 
les, tecause of the hereditary appan¬ 
age, they are entitled to full value 
Any Canadian who has such a com¬ 
plaint should get money back on writ¬ 
ten application . 

With regard to other classes Oftil- 
les the disposition, even among those 
willing to tolerate them at. all, 
to be that such honors in future shou¬ 
ld be confined to individuals who have 
earned them by distingnished military 
service in the great war. This and fu¬ 
ture Governments will find public 
sentiment pretty well solidified again 
st titular honors generally. The time 
is also ripe to cancel honary military 
titles bestowed on civilians. The “Hon¬

PROFITEERING IN NEWSPRINT 


At the newsprint probe in Ottawa I 
an interesting point brought out was 
that the Booth family from the paper 
mills at Otta\Va, gets $90,000 in sal¬ 
ary—$40,000 to John R. Booth, $25,- 
000 to J. F. Booth, half of these salar¬ 
ies being charged against the news¬ 
print end of the business, an average 
of 92 cents per ton of paper. Then 
again, the mill costs upon which prices 
for newsprint to Canadian publisher* 
were fixed in 1918 included, in the 
case of Price Bros., $226,000 for river 
and stream improvements although 
these improvements were made after 
the 1918 drive. The publishers are 
more than ever persuaded that the 
heavy cost of newsprint ft)day is lar¬ 
gely artificial—that good reasons 
for it are lacking.—Renfew Mercury.
